good majority for the Amendment.

Next day T went up to Cornucopin,
which bas an altitude of SN0 fest, and i=
a Pourishing mining town of about 50
inhabitante. It i= a beantiful place in
summer, but has a snow-full of abont 36

The mines are vet only io the first stage
of development, but the huge quartz mill
which i= being built at an expense of
about 8500 a (fa\' for labor may be taken
as an index of the oullook for these new
mines.

The following day one of the students
asked what would be the effect if one of
them shon'd eat the bird. Mason replied
that be did not know.
